there has been preju dice against 
the Irish; there are those who 
dislike 
the English;

WHAT MARVELS WE MORTALS BE! 
I t is a fascinating pictu re of th e hu m an body 
w hich Dr. George W. Crile of th e Clev eland Clin­ 
ic h as draw n u p. 
An alm ost infinite nu m ber of tiny su ns, in­ 
tensely hot and glowing like distant star-points, 
form ing m inu te solar sy stem s “created in its 
own im age by th e su n’s radiance” — th is is the 
set-u p in ou r bodies as Dr. Crile sees it. 
“We m ay say th a t th e protoplasm is a ‘m ilky 
way ,’ ” he rem arks; and again he refers to the 
v ital centers in the sy stem as “su n in infinite 
m iniatu re.” 
All of this, w hatev er else it m ay m ean to re­ 
search workers, seem s to prov e nothing so m u ch 
as th a t w hen y ou ex tend science and poetry far 
enou gh they m eet, like parallel lines pu lled ou t 
to infinity . 
This work th a t Dr. Crile has been doing is a 
m a tte r of laboratories, ch arts and m a th e m a t­ 
ical calcu lations — seem ingly as dry and prosaic 
a bu siness as cou ld be im agined. 
B u t his conclu sion, howev er it m ay rank as 
science, is th e v ery stu ff of w hich poetry is m ade. 
The high sense of wonder, of great m arv els, of 
profou nd and b reath -taking m y stery w hich the 
a rtist finds w hen he looks into the riddle of h u ­ 
m an ex istence is ex pressed here ju st as an a rtist 
m ight ex press it. 
B eneath th e palm of y ou r hand or th e skin on 
y ou r shou lder th ere lies a glowing, incandescent 
du plication of the w heeling su n and the golden 
stars. You cannot see it, y ou cannot detect it 
by any com bination of m icroscope and dissecting 
scalpel — bu t it is there, an am azingly tiny m i- 
crosm , ex isting alike in saint and crim inal, in 
old m an and new born baby . 
T h a t is Dr. C rile’s pictu re. It comes ou t of a 
m edical laboratory , w hich is m odern skeptical 
m aterialism incarnate; bu t it is a pictu re th a t 
only a great a rtist cou ld hav e conceiv ed or ex ­ 
pressed.

Now we hav e the beginning of som ething th a t 
looks su spiciou sly like a du plication of i,t. France 
will m atch G erm any , ship for ship; Italy , it is 
annou nced, is ready to bu ild a su per-cru iser to 
m atch the new French ship; and if these v essels 
prov e to be as pow erfu l as th e ir designers claim , 
it goes w ithou t say ing th a t E ngland will assert 
her su periority by pu tting a squ adron on the 
way s also. T hen th e designers a t W ashington 
will get bu sy — and presently we shall hav e a 
new nav al race, world-wide in its scope, leading 
u s tow ard an u tterly u npredictable goal.
